Many 
others believe that he should be 
named as resident engineer on the 
projects in the San Gabriel canyon, 
especially in the construction of the 
mammoth rock-fill dam below the 
forks of the river. 


Fisher joined the Los Angeles 


county flood control district forces 
in 1919, and became chief designing 
engineer. He drew the plans for the 
San Dimas, Dalton and other county 
dams, for some years completed and 
functioning. He picked out a site 
for the Big Dalton dam, which after-

DESIGNATION of E. C. Eaton as chief flood control 
-1-*- engineer of the Los Angeles county district last week 
was not a surprise to many who have been in touch with 
the political situation in the last several years. As a good 
friend of Eaton I have been surprised that he was able to 
keep going and accomplish good work in spite of the whirl- 
ing political storms. It has not been an enviable spot for 
a conscientious technical man, and we who have known 
him intimately and watched his work can only congratu- 
late him that he is to take up his work in other fields, per- 
haps where the political going is not quite as rough. 


Despite repeated attempts to involve him in scandals 


connected with flood control he was at all times exonerated. 
He emerges from seven years of strenuous work with his 
reputation clean and with a high standing in the engineer- 
ing field, as attested by all reputable members of his craft. 
That is in itself an achievement. 


It is a matter of record, available to the public at all 


times, that 87 construction contracts, entered into by the 
flood control district during Eaton's administration as chief 
engineer, show a saving to the taxpayers of Los Angeles 
county of over $2,000,000, due to his eternal vigilance. 


Eaton has not been, nor will he ever be a politician. He 


did not understand the causes for the eddies and whirl- 
pools of political life. This may be called a weakness by 
some, but it proved many times to be his superior strength. 
He had staunch supporters on the present board of super- 
visors, and he was backed loyally by his profession. But 
there were always groups on the outside sparring for ad- 
vqntage, and these kept up a continuous harrassment, and 
will probably continue to do so, whoever may be selected 
in Eaton's place. There are all kinds of advantages to be 
gained if the chief engineer can be made amenable to their 
machinations. But Eaton is honest. He has a great love 
for the ethics of h's profession. If he ever made any mis- 
takes they were of judgment and not of any deliberate 
attempt to favor any one group. After a short rest he will 
step into another and probably more important position, 
for he is rated very high in the engineering profession. 


It is probable that the supervisors will endeavor to 


place a capable man in charge of each of the biggest of the 
flood control projects, while much of the work of the chief 
engineer will be done by consulting engineers. There is a 
feeling among men who know that the office of chief engi- 
neer could be abolished and consultations made direct with 
resident engineers. All of the major decisions have always 
been made by the board of supervisors as a whole. They 
have spent many thousands of dollars on the hiring of con- 
sulting engineers. It would seem that there has often been 
a duplication of effort. 


Whatever is done it should be remembered that the 


flood control work is the most important construction car- 
ried on in this great county. It is not only important from 
the standpoint of flood control and the conservation of 
water, but from the standpoint of the lives and safety of 
the people who dwell in the valleys. It is high time that 
something be done to prevent flood control from continu- 
ing to be ? political football- 


To E. C. Eaton the thanks and gratitude of those who 


know his sterling worth is extended. We predict that he 
will climb high in his profession. We hope for a flood con- 
trol directive force in the county that will function with a 
singleness of purpose toward getting the best that the peo- 
ple's money can buy, and for safety and security. The 
board of supervisors will do well to spend extra time and 
energy during the coming years to bring about the desired 
results.

NEW PRECOOLING PLANT 


NEARS COMPLETION FOR 


DAMEREL - ALLISON FIRM 


Following a lead in the citrus industry which has equipped 


many packing plants of the state with modem methods, the 
Darner el-Allison citrus packing company has been establishing 
an up-to-date precooling plant. Edward C. Kent is the architect, 
and I. F. Nance general contractor and builder, both of Covina. 


This new unit of the Damerel-O 


Allison plant is one of the largest 
projects of improvement undertaken 
in the Covina area for several years. 
On June 5 a crew of thirty men be- 
gan the work of removing the dirt 
under the building for a basement 
14 feet deep by 60 feet wide by 110 
feet long. This part of the work en- 
tailed the moving of five thousand 
yards of dirt. 


Over 4000 sacks of cement, four 


tons of steel, 200,000 feet of lumber, 
and 27,000 feet of cork and canec 
were used in the construction. 


The precooler is located in the 


basement underneath the receiving 
floor at the Azusa avenue packing 
plant. It was equipped by the York 
Ice Machinery corporation. The brine 
spray system is used in order to 
maintain a high humidity of air en- 
tering the precooling rooms at all 
times. This brine spray reduces the 
temperature, 
thus 
assuring 
that 


| whatever temperature of air is leav- 
ing the sprav chamber the same is 
humidified. With this high humidity 
it is possible to prevent shrinkage of 
the fruit in storage due to the low 
temperatures.

This 
is an automatic feature which is only 
found in one other precooling plant 
in California, and was installed with 
the idea of securing more even and 
uniform temperatures of fruit, with 
consequent assurance of no damage 
to the fruit on account of freezing. 


AIR CIRCULATION 


This precooler has the overhead 


duct system of air circulation in that 
the air is brought into the rooms 
thru openings running the full length 
of the rooms, and the cold air is 
brought in thru these openings the 
full length. Then the air is circulat- 
ed thru the packed fruit and returns 
to another set of openings locatad on 
either side next the partitions, where 
the warm air is returned into a re- 
turn duct, then to a common duct 
located in the vestibule, where it is 
returned to the brine spray chamber 
to be conditioned. This type of sys- 
tem gives faster cooling of the fruit 
with more even temperatures from 
end to end of rooms as the shortest 
pass of air assures rapid cooling.

•wlll*sfack the fruit-pTepSratOry_"ts 
precooling; likewise when shipping 
the fruit is placed on the conveyor 
inside the precooling rooms and con- 
veyed directly to the car, which 
eliminates all trucking and handling 
of the fruit itself. This has also prov- 
en very beneficial in that trie frui 
is not handled roughly and therefore 
stands up better under the shipping 
to the east. Also provision has been 
made to handle fruit from the out- 
side by means of conveyors going 
across their present basement and 
should they desire to truck fruit to 
this plant it easily can be done with 
the present arrangement. 


The refrigerating unit is all auto- 


matically controlled as to tempera- 
ture, and is of the vertical, single- 
acting type, which has proven most 
efficient over a great many years. 


The basement is thoroughly insu- 


lated on the walls and ceiling—the 
wall having three inches of cork ap- 
plied in two layers, and the ceiling 
insulated with "Canec," which is 
carefully applied against sheathing 
underneath the joists. As stated be- 
fore, each one of the rooms has a 
cold storage door and same may be 
operated independently of one an- 
other.

There can, of course, be no pertinent criti- 


cism of the county grand jury in reopening 
the old Mills case, the so-called Hollywood 
"love-mart" disclosures of 1931, when John 
P. Mills, broker, and Alexander Pantages, 
theater operator, were embroiled in an alleged 
attack on a young girl said to have been fur- 
nished them by a woman acting as a sort of 
underworld agency. 


But it should be remembered that special 


prosecutors designated by the state attorney 
general investigated for the grand jury at that 
time, and the district attorney's office was 
exonerated for its act in releasing Mills. 


It is not always the underworld that stands 


between public officials and justice. It is 
quite likely to be the overwork! and political 
pressure. 
The district attorney's office is 


bound to make bitter enemies in many places. 
The bitterest enemy is often that individual 
with great power financially and politically 
who does not get what he wants. He holds 
grudges a long time, and can and does make 
a tremendous amount of trouble. It would be 
a comparatively easy matter to control and 
render the underworld ineffective if it were 
not for this overworld, so-to-speak, that is 
more crooked and more powerful and vastly 
more vindictive.

Shakspeare in the Bowl— 


What better setting for Shakespeare's "Mid- 


summer Night's Dream" than the Hollywood 
Bowl, under the stars, in balmy air? No such 
fitting setting was ever selected in all the 
world. We say it without reservation. 


A great master of the festival, or spectacu- 


lar pageant, Max Reinhardt, has arrived in 
Los Angeles to stage this classic for five per- 
formances beginning September 17, and it 
should be something to be remembered for 
a generation. He will be remembered for his 
staging here of "The Miracle" in 1927, which 
was truly named. His performances of Shaks- 
peare's beautiful story should be and will be 
far more effective. 


Most of us in years past, before Shakspeare 


became demoded, saw "Midsummer Night's 
Dream" on a stage set with a few sticks of 
furniture and some rather sketchy lighting 
effects, and it was powerful and compelling 
under those circumstances, for the lines are 
altogether lovely under any conditions. That's 
what makes great poets live on indefinitely, 
not the externals. It may feed one's pride to 
possess volumes of the poet in limp leather 
bindings and beautifully-printed text, but the 
power and beauty of the lines remain in the 
ten-cent dog-eared edition to the one who 
reads for the philosophy and for the touch of 
the master.

"Dream" should be something to indeed 
dream about for a long time. It is to be hoped 
that students, especially those who nod and 
yawn over their classics in stuffy classrooms, 
will be given the opportunity of seeing this 
presentation.

growers in California, Texas and Florida are 
making strong protest of the Cuban pact, and, 
although its actual application may not be as 
bad as it now seems to be, it is an indication 
of what happens when tariff barriers arejin- -! 
kered with by anyone at any time. 


One of~~the phases which may nullify the 


Cuban agreement is that there is no such 
thing as a stable government in Cuba. At this 
writing one cabinet is going out and another 
is coming in. We have virtually no govern- 
ment there with which to deal. And pacts 
cannot be made with unstable people or na- 
tions. 


The Growers' Tariff league of California 


hits at the principle of seasonal tariffs. The 
plan is more theory than principle. When we 
have but a minimum amount of a product on 
hand, the idea is to let down the bars to other 
countries in order that there may be a con- 
stant supply of any particular product for 
consumption here. Added to this idea is the 
one embodied in the new reciprocal tariff, 
which makes possible an exchange of goods 
and the building up of foreign trade relations. 


But we fought successfully in this state 


against the introduction of vegetables and 
other products of the land from Mexico. It 
is difficult to say just what is seasonal in states 
like California, Texas and Florida. We can 
grow vegetables every month in the year if 
there is a market for them. 


We fear that the president has stepped into 


another bear trap, just as has been the case 
with other administrations that have attempt- 
ed to find new paths out of the tariff maze. 
After all, our own department of commerce 
reveals to us that foreign trade is relatively 
unimportant. This country is a great union of 
states dealing with each other without inter- 
state barriers and imposts, and what it needs, 
and has always needed during the last one 
hundred years, is a tariff regulating foreign 
invasion of this great free trade area, in order 
that we may deal with ourselves in the United 
States, our greatest market. The principle of 
American tariff schedules is that of protect- 
ing our own growers and manufacturers in 
their own home market. The question of 
foreign trade relations is secondary. We de- 
sire opportunities for trade with other na- 
tions, but not to the detriment of our own 
markets. 


We have an idea that the president will hear 


some vigorous statements from Senator Flet- 
cher, Senator McAdoo and Vice-President 
Garner on this subject of the Cuban treaty. 
It was once a fact that the tariff question was 
one in which Republicans were for protec- 
tion and Democrats for free trade or revenue. 
But that time is gone. The tariff question 
long ago jumped the Republican firral ?.nd 
is roaming wide. It has come to be, out in 
the open, just what General Hancock said it 
was many years ago, a local issue. 


The president is to have his time of hand- 


ling the hot tariff poker, even as all presidents 
have done in the past. We predict that sea- 
sonal tariff treaties will be tried in a feeble 
way, and dropped as quietly as may be. There 
is dynamite enough in it to disrupt any poli- 
tical party.

Mel- 
vin Gant, with one year's exper- 
ience, may improve enough by the 
opening game to get a chance on 
one of the guard positions 


The center position has at present 


few impressive prospects, but "But- 
ter" has whipped Covina teams in- 
to shape for five years and no doubt 
will do the same this season. With 
another week's practice, more news 
will be had on other prospects for 
the coming season.

We were thrilled to see all 


of the letters and signatures of the 
old Spanish conquistadores about 
whom we had been studying, in- 
cluding that of Pedro Alvarado. 
There were two very imposing doc- 
uments signed by King Charles as 
early as 1598. 


The people certainly have been 


grand to us. The minister of for- 
eign relations spent most of the day 
hauling us around in his Packard, 
and devoting all of his time to us. 


Margaret and I had to make ex- 


press train speed to get all of our 
packing done in less than an hour 
and be ready at 4 p.m. to leave for 
Antigua. 


Dr. Hewett arranged with a Mr. 


Clark (who runs a sort of a tourist 
service) for two cars (seven-pas- 
senger Buicks) to take us to Antigua 
and then also back into the high 
plateau country when we are ready 
to go. I am afraid we will about 
freeze though. I should have brot 
along a couple more heavy woolen 
sweaters. I didn't dream it would 
be so cold. 


We arrived at Antigua after about 


an hour's ride at 5:30. It is a most 
interesting city at the foot of the 
volcano Agua. It used to be the old 
capital at Guatemala, but after di- 
vers earthquakes and floods and af- 
ter being moved four times, we have 
the present capital at Guatemala 
city. Antigua was the second cap- 
ital. The first was destroyed in 1541, 
by a torrential flood and earth- 
quake. The crater of Agua filled 


j with water and the pressure was so 
great that along with that and an 
ensuing earthquake the crater broke 
open and the water rushed down 
and swept away most of the city 
and inhabitants. The capital was 
then moved to the present site of 
Antigua, where it was twice de- 
stroyed by earthquakes, and then 
to Guatemala city. 


Antigua is virtually filled with 


ruins of huge old cathedrals and 
monasteries. I never say anything 
like it. You can see how terribly 
hard they must have made those 
Indians work to have built so many 
and such monumental buildings. 


We visited the old cathedral of 


"La Merced" before dinner and af- 
ter dinner we met while Dr. Hewett 
read about the history of Antigua.
